The Sun enters Libra, according to 


the almanac, on September 23, at 10;16 
p.-m.~-and autumn-commences._It_\vill. 
cross the equator early on tho morning 
of Septomber-24. 


Mercury will be visible in the west- 


ern evening sky for,a few days before 
(ind after September 27, at which date 
it will bo at its greatest elongation 
east of the sun—26 degrees 2 minutes.

Venus is on the opposite side of the

Jupiter, the giant 
planet 
of 
our 


solar system, ia now moving majesti- 
cally up the eastern evening sky, com-

out September^ It will be at opposition 
to the sun on September 17. U la fine- 
Iy-placed..for..observation, nnd to those 
havinc telescopes, Its "four "principal" 
satellites in tbcir hourly changing re- 
lation are a never ending source of 
interest. Jupiter Ia nearly 87,000 miles 
In diameter. Its mean distance from 
tho earth Is 390,000,000 miles and Its 
average distance from tho sun Is 480,- 
000.000 mllen. It has eight sntemteg or 
moons, but only four are visible In tho 
ordinary telescope, tho others can only 
I»o seen by the fild of the most power- 
ful telescope. Dusky itelts mark the 
eqimtorini region of the planet and 
what la known as the Great Red Spot 
has long oNcltcd tho llvelie.it consid- 
eration from astronomers.

Safeguarded Her Gems. 


This young matron had como to the 


country estate for a visit and fearing 
to trust her wealth of Jewels in a 
country homo sent them to the offices 
of tho estate in Cooperstown that 
they might be locked in the bis vault 
and there 'kept until she had occa- 
sion to wear them. Tho gems woro 
kept in a big 'jewel casket and this 
In turn locked In a safe within tho 
big vault Supposedly they were Just 


the fruo.ueiU appearance of a wom- 
en's footprints. They wero well de- 
fined and seemed to encircle the spot 
where the casket lay.

During tho French 


maneuvers a few years ago, motor 
tricycles were employed for transport- 
ing staff officers and for scouting an'oV 
were found to bo adapted for the 
work. About, the same Umu the British 
Government tried out tho big motor 
lorries for transport purposes but 
somehow things wenl wrong and a 
nurnb.er--of-.Uift machines-were ditched. 
Two "'firm's -.of lorry manufacturers 
were represented and it seems that 
tho officers could ,not come lo an 
agreement as to which waa thV. best 
machine, with tho result that ottly 
Ktnall orders wero given to each firm. 
Again In 1009 trials for military trans- 
ports were held at Aldershot and 
large premiums were offered to deal- 
ers who would turn-.their attention to 
this class of machine. The tests were 
mado on r>now-eovercd ground and 
wore not satisfactory, for two or three 
of the machines were unable to get 
through tho slipping snow. Two years 
later a different kind of wheel was 
tried and the military lorry was de- 
clared a success.

The hauling of artillery by motors 


Is an entirely new phase ol motor 
work and In many Instances a steam 
tractor or .small traction engine has 
been used, while with tho big guns 
the ordinary traction engine serves Its 
purpose. For light Rrtlllery or aero-* 
plane guns a lorry Is serviceable, and 
in this branch of development the 
Germans have taken front rank as the 
Krupp works have turned out some 
very Interesting designs of aeroplane 
guns arranged on a strong mot or .lorry, 
chassis. Those guns are so arranged 
that they can be swung and made to 
assume a vertical position, 


Armored Cars, ' 


The armored car was first used Cur- 


Ing the Russian-Japanese War, but 
little Is known of Us merits at that 
time as it was not employed very often 
and up to tho present war there was 
no real proof of Its utility. Germany, 
however, had faith in Us value und 
buIU a number prior to the war. Bel- 
gium had several as well, but when 
tho war began England did not possess 
j. single- artnored_ mjtiimobile antl^ 
set about to 'improvise some by equip- 
ping a lot of motor omnibuses with 
ntoel plating.

One of the newest British armored, 


cars carries two .machine guns pro- 
jecting from Us roof. The driver gets 
hls'view~of ~tho~road~ throughputs In 
front and in the side doora. Tho lino 
of tho car consists of a series of curve* 
which are preferred to fiat-surfaces in 
order to increase to a maximum tho 
possibility of deflecting any bullets 
which might strike the vehicle. Even 
tho radiator and tlrop are armored. 
All sortJ! of wheels are used on the 
war motors from the regulation pneu- 
matic tire to tho "caterpillar" shod rim 
which facilitates the military tractors 
and big lorries in going over rough 
pround. The light armored, fast tour- 
ing cars aro convenient for the ofll- 
cc-rs; .the car' used by the German 
Crown I'rlnco"being-ono-of-thB-higlr 
power racing type.

their machines and to act ns flrst aid 
in.repairing aircraft The auto loaded.
